THE FEDERAL BUDGET 


The ordinary American, who 
finds the keeping of his check- 
hook a not inconsiderable task, 
surely must be stunned at the 
size and complexity of the fed- 
eral budget proposed by Presi- 
dent Johnson. Congress, with 
all ils experts on fiscal mat 
ters. will be many weeks, if not 
moths, unraveling all the 
threads of spending that Mr. 
Johnson has spun in the bud 
men ^ 

Yet évery American. house- 
wife as well as professional eco. 
nomist, can grasp the single 
most important feature of the 
budget: it is "super-colossal," 
to use a fanciful term employ- 
ed by Hollywood motion pic- 
ture producers. Indeed the ad- 
ministration budget is like a 
Hollywood production in all 
its lavishness, 

It is true, of course, that a 
large part of the budget goes 
for necessary expenditures such 
as national defense. The Amer 
ican peoote can't afford 
skimp on their own security 
However, even here economy- 
minded congressmen should 


refully scrutinize 
spending. 

Leaving defense aside, it is 
clear from the budget that Mr. 
Johnson intends not simply to 
have guns and butter, but guns 
and caviar and champagne. He 
hasn't proposed any reduction 
in lavish Great Society spend- 
ing. On the contrary, the pro- 


proposed 


administration WASHING- 
TON POST correctly points 
out that “outlays for health, 


education and general welfare 
programs are budgeted to rise” 
It adds that “the Great Soc- 
iety programs should be strong- 
er on July 1, 1969, than they 
are at the present time." 

This means that Mr. John. 
son has refused to heed the 
warning yellow lieht flashed bv 
the voters in the fall coneres- 
sional elections. The Great So- 
ciety was a major issue, and 
the voters sent a much-rein- 
forced Republican contingent 
to Coneress because of opposi 
tion to giveaways.

Consider the farm subsidy 
program, for instance. Today 
the U. S. has greatly depleted 
its former agricultural surplu- 
es. This means that America 
is in an ideal position to get 
rid of the New Deal-style farm 
programs and to shift agricul- 
ture to a free market economy. 
Farmers and consumers could 
be happy at the same time, 
with an end to quotas and con- 
trols and subsidies. But Mr. 
Johnson has refused to take 
such reasonable action. Instead 
he has budgeted $3.2 billion 
for farm subsidies and another 
$1.8 billion for inteimational 
food giveaways. The latter ne- 
ver won a friend for Uncle 
Sam 

Foreien aid has fewer and 
fewer friends in Congress. Even 
some of the milder liberals 
now realize that this kind of 
d is “rat hole" assistance. 
Yet Mr. Johnson proposes to 
spend $3.23 billion for foreign 
aid. It will eo to countries such 
as Eevpt, which is doine Rus- 
sia's business in the Middle 
East, and to Haiti, the voodoo 
republic in the Caribbean that 
has a bloody-handed dictator- 
ship -that includes communists 
in its cabinet. 

Mr. Johnson's determination 
to carry on the Great Society 
extravaganza is evident in his 
proposal that $18.3 billion be 
devoted to anti-poverty mea- 
sures and related programs in 
the welfare field. This is the 
part of the budget that should 
principal attention 
from the revived conservative 
ion in Congress. All good 
Americans are for health, edu- 
cation and welfare. But the 
question is one of means. The 
private sector of the econom* 
working with local communi- 
ties and the states, is the best 
sector to-handle such matters. 
Free enterprise is the real em- 
ployer of our working popu- 
lation, and labor training and 
related. programs should be 
based on what businessmen — 
practical citizens — determine 
is wise and necessary 

Indeed the best way to up- 
lift poor families is to help 
the head of the family find a 
job. The way to provide-new 
jobs is to ease the tax bur- 
dens on business and to give 
business incentives to invest 
more in new plants and ser- 
vices. Yet the Great Society 
penalizes business, and tries 
to put the government into the 
act at every level. This system 
can't succeed: it can't help the 
poor citizen in the long run. 

If the 90th Congress is a sen- 
sible Congress, it will trim the 
fat from the administration 
budget and give our enterpris- 
ing people a chance, to create 
a wider prosperity

An Accident, Why? 


I stood on a road beside a 
canal last night. We looked at 
an automobile floorboard, 
bottom up, two inches above 
the water, To this solemn 
group, three weeping and hy- 
sterical young men reported 
that there were still two girls 
inside. Five minutes after the 
accident. whit could we do? In 
the grow, there were two city 
policemen, a county patrolman, 
a farmer, a trucking supervisor 
and an engineer. Others were 
rapidly gathering as sirens wail- 
ed and flashing—blue lights 
marked the spot, visible for 
miles across the harvested land 
in the Glades. 

Could we tear open the bòt- 
tom of the car like a tin can? 
Could the farmer with his truck 
winch, right the car enough to 
free the girls from the black 
water? Was it possible that one 
or both were breathing from 
an air pocket trapped near the 
surface, that any activity 
might disturb? As we peered 
through an open drain hole in 
the floorboard, the decision 
was to wait! Two city-owned 
ambulances, staffed and part- 
ly financed by county air, were 
on the way. Doctors waited at 
the hospital emergency room 
The diver had been called to 
aid in the rescue. A wrecker 
was travelling to the scene 
Two-way radios made obtain- 
ing information and equipment 
easy. What could we do! 

The three boys related the 
experience of the loose rock; 
the resounding “thud” as the 
automobile landed on its top 
in the water; the one open win- 
dow. One related his one-half 
mile dash to the farm house. 
The farmer told of the pound- 
ing on his door, the hurried 
phone calls and of finding two 
of the boys out of the auto on 
his return. One young man 
groggily stammered that he had 
just gotten free and that he 
did mot have the strength to 
pull one of the girls out with 
him. She might be rescued yet! 
But we waited — a helpless. 
solemn crowd — except for 
the crying of the boys. 

The diver removed the girls 
through the open window of 
the submerged car. I did not 
know the girls. The names 
sounded familiar. As they lay 
on that cold, wet canal bank 
the names did not matter 
They might be my sisters, my 
wife — my daughters ten years

from now. Their vibrant ‘lives 
had been “snuffed out" in the 
most horrible fashion — an 
automobile: accident followed 
hy drowning. 

Helpful hands pulled 
girls from the water. Other 
hands supported the human 
chain from the road. Some of 
the hands had dug this canal. 
Some had smoothed the road 
on the spoil bank. They al- 
ways feared this might hap- 
pen. But what could they do 
about it now. 

Wel, something IS being 
done about this situation. Not 
two miles away lie metal guard 
rails, waiting for other hands 
1o.miake a more travelled high- 
way safe. These did not help 
us last night, but they will help 
in the future. How can this 
life-saving process be contin- 
ued, be accelerated, to encom- 
pass fencing all roadside can- 
als in the Glades? Tax dollars 
can't do it, the job is just too 
great 

Would industry donate ma- 
terials? Would local firms fur- 
nish equipment? Would volun- 
teers do the work with state, 
county and municipal support 
and supervision? Of course 
they would. The paper indus- 
try would furnish tubes for 
concrete posts. cement plants 
would supply materials and lo- 
cal firms would do the rest 
Cable could be obtained which 
would deflect an automobile 
from the watery path. Officials 
and the public could see that 
future construction eliminated 
the need for such temporary 
measures. 

This will not help the two 

girls, but it would help those 
who follows.
